Welles does not give details as 
to who it is that made these mis­ 
takes. Are we still being govern­ 
ed by the men who were, in his 
opinion, all wrong? They have, 
to date, cost us 60,000 casualties. 
Are they still determining our 
policy? If you look at the dates, 
General Marshall and L*ean Ach- 
eson made the worst mistakes, 
but Whiles does not say who ad­ 
vised them regarding Far East­ 
ern affairs. 
Again Welles, defending Roos­ 
evelt. says; 
“At the C%irc* conferences with 
the Generalissimo and Madame 
Chiang, the President had 
at 
his side no expert adviser on 
Far Eastern affairs. 
At Yalta 
also such advice was lacking. If 
the President had had with him 
at those two conferences so auth­ 
oritative and keen-minded an ex­ 
pert on Far Eastern affairs, for 
example, as Dr. Stanley Horn­ 
beck, who had for many years 
been the State Department’s po­ 
litical adviser on the Far East. 
a number of defects in the Cairo 
and Yalta agreements on Asia 
might well have been avoided.” 
This is a correct view, but in­ 
complete. Roosevelt did have ad­ 
visers at Cairo and certainly at 
Yalta. General Marshall was at 
Cairo as was General Wedemey- 
er. At Yalta, President Roose­ 
velt's expert on Far Eastern af­ 
fairs was Aiger Hiss. 
What we need to know from 
Welles is. who confused Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt? Who appointed 
the 
quarrelsome, 
contend i n g 
people who j ave him, as Welles 
says. had 
advice? 
We 
want 
names. We want responsibility. 
Who appointed Hiss? Now that 
Welles has written this confes­ 
sion, let him come clean.
